THE LUXURY OF INDIA. 


Ice Shipped from America — Native 
Ways of Making It. 
From the Levant Herald. 


Let me now allude to an industry peculiar 
to the cold weather, which, except in small 
stations distant from the rail, is fast dying 
out, aud that is the manufacture of ice. 
When I came out in 1853, Calcutta, Madras 
and Bombay were whoily dependent on 
American ice, supplied by the Tudor Ice 
Company, and retailed at two annas the ser— 
that is, two pounds of ice brought from 
America were sold in India for 3d, or 6c. The 
mofussil (up- country) was entirely depend- 
ent on artiffcial ice, which could only 
be made where tke cold weather 
was reall felt; in all other parts 
we were obliged to cool our drinks with salt- 
petre and sal-ammoniac, or, during the hot 
winde, by placing the bottles before the 
khus-kbus tatties, or —— them in a 
basket covered with wet straw. By these ap- 
pliances we could cool our drinks down to 
sixty-five degrees Fahrenheit; or, by carry- 
ing on the cooling with fresh supplies of 
salts, we could even freeze water. But the 
process was tedious and expensive. Science 
j came to our aid, and sulphuric ether and 
ammoniae machines came gradually into 
vogue, and latterly Carre’s wonderful pneu- 
matic machine, which I have seen produce 
ice in two minutes in a temperature of nine- 
ty-five degrees. With these great appliances 
block ice is now available in districts where 
it could not formerly be had at from one and 
a half to two annas per ser. To return to 
the old process—it depended entirely on the 
preduction of cold by evaporation, as also 
on sufficiently cold weather and the presence 
of dry west wind, the east wind being abso- 
intely fatal to the production of ice. The 
essentials for the process are: 1. Exposed 
and treeless ice fields, which are partitioned 
eff into feur or five feet squares, in which 
two or three inches of straw are laid down. 
2. Myriads of flat porous earthen saucers six 
or eight inches in diameter. 8. An unlimi- 
ted supply of water. 4. An army of coolies 
and water carriers. 5. The ice pit. This, 
the most important adjunct in the process, is 
very carefully constructed; a great pit is 
dug, and in it rests a huge timber cone, the 
space between it and the sides of the pit be- 


ing rammed with charcoal, chaff or 
straw as non-conductors of beat; 
the gone itself is lined thickly with 


coarse felt or blankets, and then a layer of 
matting; over all a straw but, with very 
thick roof and Walls anda very small en- 
trance, is construcied. Now for the process. 
| Whenever the outside thermometer reads 
forty-two degrees, then ice can be manufac- 
tured by evaporation. Half an inch of water 
is poured, over nicht, into the saucers by 
bheesties (water-carriers), then, at 2 a. m., 4 
great drum is beaten at the pitto summon 
the coolies, Who assemble in hundreds, each 
armed with a scoop, with which the ice is 
skillfully turned out of the saucer into an 
attendant vessel and well rammed into it. 
When full, itis taken to the pit, emptied 
there, and again rammed down. Thus all 
the ice has a good chance of consolidating by 
regulation; and in a good season thousands 
of pounds weight of ice may be stored, ac- 
; cording to pit-room available.

Anna Dickinson’s Hamlet. 
Rochester Speeial to Cincinnati Commercial. 

The long-looked for appearance of Miss 
Anna Dickinson in male character occurred 
at the Grand Opera tlouse to-night. The 
role chosen was that of Hamlet, and in criti- 
eising the whole there is found much that is 
favorabie and much that must be condemned 
in the ambitious star’s personation of the 
} difficult part. In the ghost scene Miss Dick- 
inson wore a clese-fitting garment of rather 
light-colored purple, while a more gorgeous 
finished cloak of the same color hung loosely 


her upon the stage. This was changed later 
on for a more showy and expensive costume, 
also of purple. which the actress regards as 
the only color that should be worn by royal 
mourners. 

In the more tragic roles, in lines where a 
decided stress of powerful action is required, 
is where Miss Dickinson shows her true 
dramatic genius, and an ample opportunity 
for display in such scenes was given in the 
first and third acts. In the second scene of 
the second act the actress entirely omits 
Hamlet's conversation and advice to the 
players, which she regards merely as a 
harangue of Shakspeare to the actors, and 
as entirely out of place in such an intense 
scene. Another noticeably striking feature 
was the entire taking place of the whole 
conversation between Horatioand Hamlet 
inthe graveyard scene, whichis generally 
omitted by later tragedians. Miss Vickinson 
shows much careful study in her imperson- 
ation Of the role, and bids fair to win for 
herself many laurels when the novelty of 
masculine roles, and the consequent disad- 
vantages attending their representation, 
ahall have been done away with. 

The event. itself was one of the greatest of 
the dramatic season, and the audience, which 
was composed of the culture and fashion of 
the city, showed itself very favorably dis- 
pesed toward thé actress, who was repeat- 
edly called before the curtain at the end of 
every act. A number of well-knowo dram- 
atic men Were present, including the associ- 
ate editor of the New York Dramatic Times, 
the editor of the Phiiadelphia North Ameri- 
ean and the critics of the New York Star and 
Sun. The cast was uniformly of moderate 
excellenee and up to the average traveling 
companids.

used by Vanderbilt; that his stoves and oil ' 
lamps were ahtiquated; that his through 

trains were generally tate, and that, werse 

than all, the control of the railroad was be- 

yond the reach of the law, its ownership being 

autocratic and its existence an anomaly in a 

self-governed country. 

Mr. McCrea, a superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, says: It takes two 
men to make any accident on our road. One 
man cannot do it, like that brakeman on 
Vanderbilt’s line. We adopt every safe- 
guard that human ingenuity can invent. We 
never hire flagmen—we make them. One of 
our flagmen has to go through an apprent- 
iceship before he gets the flag. No two pas- 
senger trains are allowed in the same block 
at the same time. and the telegraph is in 
perpetual requisition. We use torpedoes to 
stop a train coming after another.“ 

The fact about the New York accident was 
thata mail-car which had been running 
from Chicago wore out one of the. plugs on 
the auxiliary air-reservoir, which released 
the spring brake and caused the stoppage of 
the car. The air-chamber then had to be 
tapped, so as ta take the pressure off the 
brakes. While this was being done one 
brakeman was sent back to stop the coming 
train. This man, worn out with his lon 
run, remained on the rear of the car instea 
of walking half a mile, and hence the acci- 
dent which put to death, among others, the 
inventor of the Wagner cars. 

These Wagner cars, dy the way, are con- 
trivances on the New York Central Railroad 
to avoid the provisions of its charter. When 
that road was consolidated the Legislature 
compelled it to carry passengers for two 
cents a mile. To avoid this provision cheap 
parlor-cars were introduced, putting from 
one-balf to three-quarters of a cent more on 
the fare. Thefare, for instance, from New 
York to Albany was $3. By charging extra 
toll on the bridge at Albany, which was made 
a separate corporation, and by making up 
nearly the whole train of Wagner cars so as 
to force people into them, the fare was run 
up 49 or 150 per cent. 

I have but an imperfect recollection of a 
conversation I held with Mr. Pullman about 
the invention of the sleeping car. I think he 
told me that Wasner and Woodruff were 
the two starters of American sleeping cars, 
and that one of Mr. Pullman’s fellow-towns- 
men in Western New York, where they were 
born, by the name of Ben Field, was brought 
down to Albany to lobby through the Lexis- 
lature an amendment to the New York Cen- 
tral charter, allowing them to make an extra 
charge for parlor and sleeping cars. For 
this work Mr. Fieid had received the right 
to put some sleeping cars on the Lake Shore 
Railroad, where they were a failure. He 
then made a contract to put them on two of 
the railroads west of Chicago, and he asked 
his old friend Pullman, who was then in 
business in. Colorado, to lend him some 
money and take for it the car interest on one 
of the railroads, giving Field the whole in- 
terest in the other, In this way Field accu- 
mulated enough money to be comfortable 
until his death, and dosomething for his 
family. 

It was a considerable time after this be- 
fore Mr. Pullman turned his attention tothe 
reconstruction of the sleeping car system. 
He built a car called the Pioneer,“ which is 
still running, and her cabinetmaker is still 
Mr. Pullman's superintendent, his name be- 
ing Longstreet. Heanade his car frame wide 
and high, putting imthe upper berth, which 
is Stiilusedin all sleeping-cars; but it was 
necessary to change some of the bridges and 
platforms on the raiiroads. The Wagner 
Company uses several of Pullman’s patents. 
In the original sleeping-cars a whole berth at 
either end of the car had to be occupied with 
the bedding. Finally, the Woodruff people 
sued Pullman for infringement of patent, 
and that ledto the consolidation of all the 
sleeping-car interests except Wagner’s. 

Public indignation 1n this city is decidedly 
against the Vanderbilt Company, for the 
miserable and stupid way improvements 
have been ruled off that road—such as the 
block signal system—and necessary laborers 
reduced. as in the case of the two flagmen 
who were formerly used inthe cut where 
where the accident took place, one of whom 
has been discharged within the year, leaving 
the other man to perambulate the whole cut. 


Vanderbilt’s New'’Shanty. 
From a New york Letter. 

Nobody knows how much Vanderbilt’s 
house has cost, into which he has moved, and 
which he showed last night to private 
friends. It does not make the appearancé of 
Mrs. Stewart’s fine house, nearly a mile be- 
low, but seems more cheery and comfortable 
—in fact, reveals the difference between the 
warm Dutch temperament of the Vanderbilts 
and the severe Greek tastes of a North Irish 
linen draper. Vanderbilt’s house is made of 
the warm brown stone current in New York, 
elaborately dressed, as if a great helt of vines 
had turned into stone, and considerable 
bronze appears in the parapets, fringes, etc. 
There being two houses almost exactly alike, 
connected with each other by a covered gal- 
lery, the Whole taken up the front of one 
bleck; the further idea of family harmony is 
conveyed, and it is said that all Vanderbilt’s 
married daughters are to live with their hus- 
bandsin one of these houses. There are 
three families of such. 

One of Vanderbilt’s sons married a lady 
with a divorce, which was a subject of 
Creat plague for a while; but when the old 
couple thought of that poor son, with onlv 
$1,000,000 between him and hunger, they laid 
awake in bed. Finally they confessed to 
each other that they were in distress about 
him. It was thought in a year or two his 
barrel of beans would be low. So thev went 
down and forgave him, and found his wife to 
be rather the most charming dauphier-in- 
law they had. Of course 1 got this from the 
rival railroad office. 

Six hundred men were employed in these 
houses a year anda half in making these 
decorations, one-tenth of them foreign carv- 
ers and sculptors, whose passages were paid 
both ways, and their pay $60 a week. It was 
intended to build these houses of Ohio gray 
stone, relieved with red and black marble, 
but Wiham Vanderbilt thought there was 
nothing like brown. stone, after all, and

As an improvement to the 
city, and the addition of a delightful family 
interior to New York homes, Mr. Vander- 
bilt has perhaps done as well with his money 
as py any personal expenditure he could 
make. His influence on building in this city 
is seen by the general rush of rich men to 
have corresponding homies since he began 
his house. \

HISTORY OF SMALL-POX. 


A Plague That Has Held Sway for 
elve Centuries. 
From the New York Herald. 

Of all the plagues which have arisen from 
time to time, and infested cities or countries, 
none is more dreaded, none is more persist- 
ent, none is more easily communicable or 
fatal than Was small-pox a century ago. But 
whence or how the disease arose it is not 80 
easy tosay. Other plagues have vexed the 
earth for atime and then passed away, leav- 
ing no vestige oftheir ravages, as did the 
great plague at Athens during the Pélopon- 
nesian war, or the oe wh in the Eogland of 
Charies II; but small-pox, not content with 
twelve centuries of sway, still holds its own, 
despite the discoveries of science. It is un- 
questionably true that disease of such con- 
tagious natures generally arise 
among filthy and ill-conditionéd peo- 
ple, confined in narrow quarters. This was 
the vase with the Athenian plague, and it 
was again the case in the Jewish quarters of 
European cities. Contagious diseases were 
comparatively rare among the Romans and 
Greeks of the illustrious n owing to 
the free public baths and excellent sanitary 
and gymnastic habits ofthe times. It was 
reserved for the middie or dark ages to fur- 
nish the most dreadful examples of pesti- 
lence. Small- pox arose in the very flarkest 
period of medieval times. It first invaded 
England in the ninth century; it was com- 
monin Arabiain the teuth; the crusades 
carried 1t through all Southern Europe; it 
reached Norway in the fourteenth century; 
in 1517 it was corried to St. Domingo by the 
Spaniards along with slavery, the Inquisi- 
tiop, the rack, and a host of other blessings ; 
three years later it crossed to México and 
slewthree millions; it invaded I id in 
1707, and Greenland in 1733, slaying a fourth 
part of the residents in thefformer, and a 
large proportion of those in the latter coun- 
try, and despite all that medical skill bas 
done and is doing to cast it from the earth, 
it bids fair to retain its hold, in some 
measure, as long as popular ignorance, des- 
fitution, negligence and carelessness con- 
tinue to combat the physicians and the die- 
tates of common sense. : 

Its histery is thus unique. Other contagious 
diseases have proved as fatal under similar 
circumstances for limited periods; none have 
continued their blasting work for ten cen- 
turies in all climates fro Mexico to Green- 


land. It is unreai bie, therefore, that 
ite approach should be bailed with terre, as 
is the approach of aimost no er d 

Yellow fever and Afiatic cho even, 
have caused no such tent and wide- 
opread destruction. eo Very ak 
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it taints carries infection, garments in | 
contact with patients carry their 
baneful power for yearsifshutup in tight 
ciosets; it can be communicated by mail or 
by the wind, by railroad, by ocean voyage, 
by manifest means which cannot be guarded 
against. Itis not only dangerous,but loath- 
some in its progress; it drives away one’s 
friends, thrusts him into unutterable tor- 
tures and teaves him often a wreck for life, 
with ruined health and disfigured counte- 
nance. When to all this is added its persist- 
ent reappearance at almost definite periods, 
it is not to be wondered at that smail-pox 
scares are so common.

Alexander before the Court of Appeals 
made the following points on which he re- 
lied for a reversal—(I copy from his state- 
ment and brief): “First, the court erred in 
compelling the defendant to accept as jurors 
persons whose names were not on 
the record.“ The Court of Appeals 
in ite opinion on that point 
says: No objection was made to the action 
ofthe Ju in ex mining jurors, nor wag 
any exception saved at the time to action 
in the matter f selecting a jury. @ jury 
was sworn without objection and the atten 
tion of the trial aces was first called to the 
matter in a motion for a new trial. There is 
nothing before us to arouse any suspicion 
that any injury could bave accrued to de- 
fendant by any informality in selecting the 
jury. A new tri will not be 
* on the ground of informality 
selecting and impanelling the jury where 
no objection is made until after verdict.” 
Whose biunder was this? Second point: 
“The court erred in overruling the defend- 
ant’s motion for a continuance.”

Now. if Ward was 
convicted without the state proving that the 
shot that killed Aonie Lewis was fired by a 
pistol held by Ward, directed at her with 
malice, deliberation, etc., and that the shot 
so fired caused the death of Annie Lewis, 
then the trial court, Court of Appeals and 
the Supreme Court have flagrantly 
outraged the . laws! The upper 
courts review the records with great care 
and itis strange bow they could have made 
g great a blunder. It this be so, what be- 
comes ofthe high-sounding language of the

Here we have the former proprietors of 
two hundred and fifty millions eliminated 
from the social and business ranks, and 
there were few of the numberthat would 
not haveigiven all they ps essed for a new 
lease of life. They left their money, how- 
ever, behind them, and, hence, but few of 
them have been missed. We thus learn that 
it is not so much capitalists that are needed, 
as men who are able and willing to use cap- 
ital for the benefit of society. 

As I have been speaking of the old capital- 
ists so recently removed by death I may 
mention Moses Taylor as one who may be 
almost called the last of this once impor- 
tant class. He is now past three score and 
ten, and though enfeeblea by illness, still 
attends to business. Heisa native of New 


York, and may be mentioned as almost 
the only merchant prince of city 
birth. His father was for many 


years a laborious clerk in the service of John 
Jacob Astor, but his earnings for a lifetime 
were probably not more than one-quarter 
his son’s annualincome. Moses gave early 
indications of business tact, and having ob- 
tained a situation in the old house of How- 
land & Aspinwall, he soon became ma er 
of the business. Had he remained he wou d 
have been made full partner, but he was too 
enterprising to require any co-operation. 
Before he reached full age his sign was seen 
in South street, and there it has remained 
for nearly fifty years. Taylor opened trade 
with Havana, in which he soon took lead, 
and which brought enormous profits. Some 
years since he placed the business in the 

ands of his sons in-law (Pyne & Turnure) 
and gave his attention to Wali street affairs. 
He is now the oldest of our bank dresidents, 
and is estimated at . 000, 000.

The British Idea of a Bar. 
Cor. New Krk Times. 


To an American the bar is a novel feature 
on a British steamship. Inu the City of Rome 
itis on a lower deck. It is so small that only 
one person can be served at atime. The 
baretender rarely wore a coat. If he had 
been greasing the machinery his shirt could 
hardly have been dirtier. Davy Crockett 
would have cailed him anything but a gen- 
tleman, for he invariably poured out the 
drinks for his patrons. If you asked for 
whisky, no bottle was placed before vou. 
The drink was measured in a pewtercup and 
then poured into a tumbler and placed 
before you. The horn was invariably a stiff 
one, more than any moderate drinke- 
would desire. It was tne same with brandy 
and otber liquors. If you called for a pony 
brandy, you got the same measure. This 
measuring of drinks is universal on all Eng- 
lish steamships. Witha preponderance of 
American passengers the saloon-keeper 
would probabiy increase his gains by allow- 
ing bis patrons to g- uge thei own drinks. On 
the Alaska many Americans ordered a gasse 
of brandy and two pony tumblers. By divid- 
ing the liquor they got two ponies for the 
price of ene. Some speculated in whisky in 
the same manner. The loss tothe bar was 
appareut. What would be made py al owi g 
the Americans the privilege of the bottle, 
however, would be more than counterbal- 
anced by the greed of Englishmen, 
An old steamship bar-tender told me that he 
had tried the American system to his heart’s 
content, and was satisfied that it was alo ing 
system. “If you allow one man to pour out 
his drink, you must allow ali to do so,“ he 
said. Lou can’t make a distinction on the 
ground of nationality. An Englishman is a 
natural hog. He will alwavs fil his cla-s to 
the prim. As soon as the officers of the ves- 
sel learned that my barwas being run on 
American principles, they trebleA thefr pat- 
ronage and doubled the size of their drinks. 
Ifound myself going to the dogs and was 
forced to shut down.” Englishmen seld:m 
go to the bar for a drink. They order what 
they want by asteward, and it is brought to 
them, whether they are on deck, in the 
s making- room, the ladies“ cabin or in the 
barbersbop. The price of all strong drinks 
was a six pence, or twelve cents of our money. 
Wines, however, are much cheaper than in 
New York.

Rev. Eugene Dunlap, of Siam, delivered an 
address ye-terday morning tn the F:rst Pres- 
byterian Church, on Wood street, in which 
he gave bis views respecting missionary work 
in Siam, how much hasbeen done and how 
much can yet be accomplished bv faithful 
work, the bes and mosteff+c ive methods et. 
At 4 o’vlockintheafternoor, henibe Sunday 
schoo! services were over. he aiked for half 
an hour to a large audience of children, 
many of whom were from other. churches, 
regarding matters in Siam calculated to in- 
tereet them. He dwelt upon the morals of 
the Siamese children and their parents, and 
told how they live materially and 
for what they live spiritually. He 
described the city in which he is 
stationed. It is like Venice in one re- 
spect. A large canal runs through it, and 
extending from the main one are lateral! 
can ls. All the business of the city is done 
over these capals. He introduced to the 
audience, much tothe delight of the juve- 
niles, a litle Siamese girl about 14 vears old, 
whom he had brought with bim from that 
country She is a very bright andinteliigent 
child and tecited very creditably in English 
that could readily be understood, a_ piece 
which she had committed to memory. She 
was dressed in the costume of her own coun- 
try. She sang anumber of gospel bymns in 
both the English and Stamese tongues, after 
which she made her bow and sat down. This 
little girtis accomplishing a double purpose. 
She is brought here to awaken in the breasts 
of young as well as oid an interest in the 
missionary work among the heathens. Wheo 
she has been sufflelentiy educated she will 
doubtless engage in missionary labors her- 
self among her own people.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Changes inthe List of [Illinois County 
Appointments. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, January 23.—By the legis- 
lation of the last regular session in this 
state, acts were passed in persuance to the 
amendment to the Constitution of IIlinois, 
providing that certain county officers should 
hold over one year from the time at which 
their terms would otherwise expire, and 
that the elections should occur regularly in 


November, 1882, and every four 
years thereafter. This act pro- 
vided, however, that county super- 


intendents of schools instead of holding over, 
should be appointed for the year by the 
boards of supervisors in their respective 
counties. It was expected of coursé, that 
supervisors would appoint the superintend- 
ents then in office, and that the effect would 
be practically the same as if They had been 
continued without appointment. The results 
of the appointments have just been reported 
to the oflice of the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and show that of the 102 
county superintendents in the state twenty- 
seven of the appointments are new men.

A Happy D ay at the University—Co- 
cation of the Sexes. 
ondence of the Post-Dispatch. 


\ Boston, January 18, 1882 —The college 


jubilee last Friday, it being the day on which 


nearly $2,000,000, but which has been mate- 
rially reduced by fires snd depreciations of 
real estate, came into the immediate control 
of the University, it having been held for ten 
years by special trustees. The celebration 
wes quite an impromptu affair being deter- 
mined on by a mass meeting of the students 
called after morning prayers on the day it- 
self, in accordance with which sudden 
determination orders were sent out to a 
caterer, and at 2 p. m. the college assembled 
inthe @hapel together with a large number 
of the students of the Theo- 
logical School, and some representatives 
of the other departments, to whom hasty in- 
vitations were sent. A committee of young 
ladies was sent to escort the faculty into the 
presence of the jolly students, who for once 
had things all their own way, the chairman, 
atypical college senior, calling upon these 
great dignitaries for speeches on set topics, 
upon which they were given no opportunity 
to prepare themselves. Piano solos by some 
of the young ladies and college songs of the 
traditional type by a quartette of theologues 
varied the programme, as also did addresses 
by some ofthe students of the several de- 
partments.

affairs,everything went off in much more 
jolly fashion than if it had been all cut and 
dried days beforehand.

And no less welcome will be the announce- 
ment that henceforth it will be possible to do 
much to aidstudents who are not in con- 
dition to meet the pecuniary requirements. 
This is already done toa great extent for the 
feminine side of the house by the Massaehu- 
sets Society for the Universitv Education of 
Women. Also there are to be extra advan-

A Paiemetto Grove. 
Brunswick (Ga.,) Cor. Buffalo Courier. 

We svon enter a palmetto grove in the 
Midst of the wildest surruuding. As we 
passed among these remarkable trees, inter- 
spersed with the luxurious growth of other 
semi-tropical plants and shrubs, with wide 
spreadirg pine and live oak forests asa 
bachground, [thought that 1 had reavhed 
the most novel of all the scenes of a life thus 
far spent in travel. I fear that I shall not be 
able to give you a fair conception of the ap- 
pearance of the palmetto tree in its various 
Stages of growth and developments until it 
becomes the graceful tree of fifty feet, with 
atrunk as straight as an arrow. When 
it starts as a stalk a foot long itis surround- 
ed withaleaf like a small, ragged-edged 
palm leaf fan, with several blade-like leaves 
a foot or two long and an inch wide shooting 
up from the root. Hundreds of acres dense- 
ly overgrown with these voung plants may 
be seen along this road. When several years 
old and three or four feet high they have the 
precise appearance of a huge growing, pine- 
apple with its tuft of green, blade-like leaves 
at the top. Until the tree attains a height of 
several feet its body is embraced with sucess- 
sive lavers of a regularly interlaced growth 
or shuck, whichincolor and. appearance 
closely resembles the pineapple. After a cer- 
Lain age they lose this, the trunk assuming 
a firm, smooth surface, which first makes its 
appearence nextthe ground, gradually ex- 
tending to the top as the tree matures. An- 
other peculiarity of this tree is that it attains 
its full size in diameter when it becomes two 
or three feet high, retaining its full size as it 
slowly swells upward. In the grove through 
which we were now passing there were hun- 
dreds of these trees thirty, forty, and fifty feet 
high, about ten inches in diameterfand straight 
as an arrow. their trunks being smooth and 
white and of the same nnvarying size from the 
ground tothe top. The slender green stalks 
which constitute the only branches these 
trees have start out in a circie from the 
stubbed tops, each being about two feet long 
and terminating ina fan-shaped leaf. all 
bending gracefully and viving the whoie the 
appearance ofagreen umbrella. The trees 
Which we passed in such vast#*numbers were 
of various beights and in ali stages of de- 
velopment: making a novel scene indeed. 
The forty-five mites of our trip were entire- 


ly through a wiiderness, from which the 
choicest timber had been culled.

But th eChilian 
deciined to be sweptaway, and now Bolivia 
bas signed a treaty of peace with Chili, in 
which|sbe agrees to surrender her coast prov- 
ince, making ber an inland country, and to 
turn the cod shou‘der on her late ally, Peru. 
This isa fitting endet o the part she has 
borne in the war, a part wholly disgraceful 
to ber, and unrelieved by asingle brave, self- 
sacrificing, or sensible action. The war was 
of her provoking, not Peru’s, and after Peru 
fo» lisbly took up the quarrrel she found that 
sbe must do all the tighting, and bear all the 
hard consequences of defeat. Gen. Solar 
attributed the loss of the battle of Tacna 
to the cowardice of the Bolivian 
troops, and after that disastrous defeat Peru

The 
union of Peru and Bolivia in June, 1880, 
under the title of the United States of Peru 
and Bolivia, was on ly an empty demonstra- 
tion intended to frighten Chili, and which 
served only to impart a little variety to the 
extravagant boasting with which Pierola and 
Camperoin their oe capitals sought 
to convince their credulous followers that 
they were on eee re of whipping Chil.

She has betrayed her ally, 
and in assenting to a cession of territory 
she has established a precedent which wil] 
make Chili’s territorial designs upon Peru 
much easier of accomplishment.
